TULIP TIPS—If you need. room for summer ‘annuals. or want to re- 
arrange your tulip beds, lift your tulips. This can be done as soon as the 
Jast petals have fallén. Sink a trowel straight down almost full length, 
three inches from. each plant. Pry up each bulb complete with leaves, 
stems, and as-much root mass as possible. Lay and carry tulips on a 


newspaper to protect roots, 


After lifting, reset: the tulips at their former depth in a prepared out- 
of-the-way place. But do it at once or the roots will dry out. 
cool, cloudy day—if this:ig not possible cover the dug plants while digging 
and _ re-setting. Firm the soil around each'plant and the tulips will ripen 
naturally. To prevent seed pods forming cut the bloom stems down level 


to’ the topmost leaf. - 


After the tops have withered, dig, clean and store the bulbs—or they 
may be left until fall before digging. Re-set in the fall in the spot where

presented which would apply anywhere. <A survey of the death rate from 
highway accidents in the United States in 1950 showed that the average 
rate was 7.5 deaths per 100 million miles of travel. In states where ‘there 
was no maximum speed limit, but where motorists were bound only__to 
drive with “reasonable care”, the average number of fatalities was froni 

5.1 to 11.5 per cent. higher than the national averagg. a

In states where the speed limit was'50 miles per 
Speed Related hour, the death rate was 20 per cent. lower than 
the average, while in states where the limit was 45 
To Death Rate miles.an hour the rate was 41.3 per cent. below 
the average, In Massachusetts, where the limit is 40 miles an hour, the 
death rate was 49.3 per cent. less than the national average, These figures 
show that there is a definite relationship between the speed limit and the 
number of fatal highway accidents. The booklet further points out that 
when cars are travelling at very high rates of speed the chance of escap- 
ing collision. with other cars or with objects on the road is much less 
than when they are going at a moderate speed. Road conditions, the 
number of cars on the highways, and various other factors influence the 
number of accidents and no set of figures could be taken to apply every- 


where, but the facts gathered by the Pennsylvania. State Highway Safety. 


Bureau do point to the danger of driving at high speeds, and motorists 
would do well to bear these! facts in mind wherever they may be driving. 


B.C. Fruit Growers Use - 
Shotguns To Fertilize Trees 


PENTICTON, B.C.—As far as fruit farmers are concerned, the 

‘birds and bees are obsolete. Farmers in British Columbia's Okan- 
agan valley now feftilize their trees by shotgun. It's not as silly 
as it sounds. From about 10 feet, the marksman fires'a shell con- 
taining, one-fiftieth of an ounce of pollen from a standard 12 
.gauge shotgun. The pollen then settles on the blossoms and fer- 
tilizes them. se 

Lawrence Bartlett, distributor for 
the pollen in. B.C., said about five 
times as. much pollen’ is being used 
this year as last.’ It follows relaxa- 
tion of regulations which formerly 
made it difficult to get the pollen 
- because of the disease hazard. The 
pollen is gathered mostly in Cali- 
-fornia and Oregon. ; 

One orchardist with 150 acres here 
will discharge 600 shells at cherries, 
delicious and winesap apples, D’Anjou 
and Barlett pears'and Hale peaches. 
Some apricots and plums will be pol- 
linated. artificially this year. 

Other methods of pollination, such |- 
as use of a brush, blower applicator, 


and a little stick with ‘a gauze bag 
are-much slower. 

Besides the. gain in efficiency and 
speed with the shotgun method, many 
orchardists say they will have their
